Agricultural Matters. 

"Wo dwolt yostorday on the gonorul 
procoBB mado in our agricultural dis 
•riots ; but the subjoct is ono of sucb 
paramount importance to tho futuro 
well boiug and prosperity of tho peop- 
le of this Colony that wo fool justitio'i 
in rocurring to tho subjoct. "Givo a 
dog a bud uamo and bang him," is a 
quaint old saying that may apply to 
our caso. People abroad hoar of our 
magnificout climate, our great natural 
rosourcoB, our splendid harbors, mag- 
nificout sconory, our lishories and so 
forth, and tho dosiro to omigrato to 
euch a lavorod spot eoizos thorn. Thoy 
boar of the enormous yield of tho gold 
fields of Cariboo, but are warned of 
the uncertainty of tho gold diggor's 
life, and are told it is tho fo\v and not 
tho many who realize a fortune tit it. 
Tho would-bo emigrant then naturally 
enquires what there is of a pormanent 
nature in tho country to sustain an in- 
creasing population in tho ovont-of 
tbo failuro of tbo mines ? What aro 
tho inducomonts to tho omigrant to 
fiettlo upon its shores? What his 
prospects of employment? In fino, 
what aro the agricultural advantages 
of the country 7 and ho is thon told 
that it dosscbsob none, and, that nearly 
all the produco requirod for consump- 
tion is imported from tho American 
Bide. A sensible man immediately 
comes to tho conclusion that no coun- 
try can prosper, that doponds solely 
upon tho ophmoral sustenance of its 
gold mines, that at tho best tho ad- 
venturers who mako thoir living by 
mining aro an erratic sot, who, if suc- 
cessful, roturn with thoir treasure to 
thoir homos, and if unfortunate woud 
their way to other mining districts, 
Thoy are not Colonists, and with oc- 
casional exceptions havo no desire or 
intontion tosottle down and mako tho 
country their homo. Such men, though 
thoy may for tho timo contribute to tho 
advancement of tho country cannot 
build it up— something moro real and 
enduring is requisite. Commorce can 
only flourish so long as there is a de- 
mand, and that demand is regulated 
by population ; population by em- 
ployment. Manufactures in a young 
country wboro labor is necessarily 
high and living dear, aro out of tho 
question. If there is no field then for 
the husbandman to work upon to hot- 
ter bis own condition and that of his 
neighbour by making tho noeossarics of 
life cheap and plontifnl and keeping the 
money paid for supplies in the country, 
both population and commorce will 
becomo limited to the supply of the 
mines and will fall r.way when thoy 
givo out, Thus aro a usoful class of 
peoplo dotorrod from coming hither 
and tho progress of tho country ar- 
rostod. Wo showed yesterday tho 
fallacy of tho belief that Vancouver 
Island offorod no profitable field to 
tho agriculturist. That, in point of 
fact, thero are not only largo tracts of 
land of marvolous fertility in tho now 
Bottled portions of the Island, but that 
thoso who havo braved the bard thips 
and deprivations of a pioneer settlor's 
life aro now on tho high road to a com- 
fortable competency, These are not 
idlo words; tho roturns from tho sot- 
tlomonts show tho progress mado, and 
a porsonal visit will confirm tho 
opinion thoy convey of Bubftantial 
prosperity. Tho abundant yield in 
grain crops rondurs that branch of in- 
dustry especially remunerative— one 
hundred bushels and upwards to the 
aero being nothing uncommon. Stock 
raising too is now engaging tho atten- 
tion of our farmers, and promises lucra- 
tive roturns, while somo sottlcrs aro 
going extonsively into the dairy lino. 
Caroful computation has shown that 
evory cow in the pail should bo worth 
?100 porannum to her ownor. While 
fresh butter commands 62 J cents per 
pound in this market, cured hams and 
bacon, from 18 to 374 oonta por pound; 
and hoof, mutton, and grain continue 
in steady demand, farmers who havo 
tbo moans of Bonding their goodB 
to market noed never complain. In 
British Columbia tho progress of agri- 
culture is no less marked. At all the 
runches in tho upper country, on the 
highway to tho mines, tho acreage 
under cultivation this year exhibits a 
groat ' increaso over the preceding 
year. In the Lillooot district, the 
yield of grain this season is roughly 
ostimatod at 700,000 pounds, and with 
a flour mill at band tho district should 
honcnforlh bo self-supporting, On tho 
Lower Eraser the settlers appoar to be 
equally prosperous. According to ro- 
turns published In tho Columbian tho 
quantity of land taken up in tho two 
rural settlements of Chilliwhaok nnd 
Sumass amount at prosonl to 



48G0 aorosj land under cultivation, 
053 acres ; quantity of hay cut this 
season, 818 tons; ditto grain, 12,770 
busbols ; potatoes dug, 5200 bushols ; 
ditto turnips, 2800 busbols; number 
of cattlo, 744 bead; poultry, 1207; 
hogs, 425. This dividod among about 
twenty, four settlers, several of whom 
havo only boon at work for ono year, 
shows what can bo accomplished in 
tho Bister Colony. With all thoso ovi. 
doncos around us then, wo havo no 
hesitation in pronouncing tho pursuit 
of agriculture as tho most substan- 
tially productive branch of employ- 
ment in tlieso ColonioB, and ifprudont- 
ly directed, all who ongago in it must 
Booner or later reap a full harvest,

Tbo Memorial Diplomatique, speaking of 
the share ol debt fulling on Italy in conso- 
quoneo of the cession of Veuetia, says: Fol- 
lowing the mode adopted by, tho conlerence 
ol Loudon on the occasion of tbo separation 
of Belgium from the Kingdom of Holland | 
tho Austrian plenipotentiaries at Zurich 
divided uuder two bonds; the Austrian debt 
was concurred in and the Lombardy liabili- 
ties property, so called, which after long ne- 
gotiations wero fixed at one hundred and 
fifty millions francs. Tho second had for 
its object, the general debt of the Empiro' 
Tho Austrian plenipotentiaries demanded 
that the latter should, be shared in propor- 
tion to tho population of Lomburdy as bad 
taken place between Holland and Belgium. 
Hud that oourse been adopted, the amount 
would have been five hundred million francs. 

Sardinia refused to assume so considerable 
a sum, but thanks to tbo arbitration ,of the 
Emperor of tbo French, this second . branch 
of the claim was reduced to one thousand 
million fraucs, so that the total sum with 
which Sardinia wns charged under both 
heads was settled by the treaty of Zurich 
at two hundred and fifty millions of francs. 
In tho negotiations which arc taking place 
relative to Venetia, the determination of the 
amount of debt has been left to tho ultorior 
deliberations of the plenipotentiaries assem- 
bled at Vienna. But considering nil tbo 
circumstances, it seems to us that the sum 
cannot be less than two hundred million 
francs.

skill, ho has suddonly been, called from tho 
scene of his labours to receive thoir rich 
reward, Tho story of his end is short and 
simple, and it gives us a picture, slight but 
touching and suggestive, of tho life that ia led 
in London by many a workingman of 
science. On Saturday, after a busy morn- 
ing, Mr Toynbee look his lunch, and went to 
his sola for that brief mid-day sleep which 
many men who labour much with their 
brains find necessary. A patient, however, 
called, and be was roused ; another followed; 
and thon, telling his servant not to disturb 
him again, tbo philosopher devoted himself 
to a task in which ho lolt a peculiar interest. 
Ho hail long been making experiments, es- 
pecially on the oar ; and now, shutting out 
ordinary patients and their guineas, ha pro- 
ceeded with his researches. Tbo hours went 
by, until at length his servant became uneasy 
aud re-entered tho room. Tho man, finding 
his master lyiuy on tbo couch, with a picco 
of cotlon wool over his nosa aud mouth, fanci- 
ed at first that ho was asleep. Thcro was a 
strange look, however, about the face as ho 
bent over it; and of a sudden its moaning 
Hashed across him. Doctors wero called ; 
they tried artificial respiration and other 
means of restoring life ; but their efforts 
were in vain. Toynbee was dead ; nnd no 
soldier ever fell upon the field of battle of 
whom it could be said more emphaticully 
that ho died in action and faithful of his 
duty. There wore papers besido him, on a 
couple of chairs : and bis watch was also 
placed on ono of them. Tho first slip was a 
memorandum of experiment : "The effect of 
inhalation of the vapour of chloroform for 
Hinging in the ears, so as to bo forced to tho 
tympanum, either by being taken iu by the 
breath through a towel or a sponge, producing 
a beneficial sensation of warmth. Tbo 
second paper related to an experiment on 
" The effect of chloroform combined with Uy- 
drocyanio acid." 

Tho effect of that experiment on Mr Toynr 
bee himself wns death; and it will be easy 
enough for bigots to point n moral by what 
they amy not scruple to call his presumption 
or temerity. It is to be foared also, that his 
untimely end may have a tendency to 
strengthen that ignorant dread of new scien- 
tific agencies which is slill so common even 
amongst persons who ought to rise ubovo it. 
To us, sorrowfully as we may contemplate 
the t-tory, it has yet no terrors. It reminds 
us, indeed, of the necessity lor extreme cau- 
tion iu all experiments that may affect the 
life of man; but it has nothing that should 
dishearten or dismay. Nor will we speak of 
Toynbec'e career as wasted bocauso it has 
been interrupted so abruptly. It was rich in 
services to science and humanity; its record 
in bright and pure. A gallant soldier is miss- 
ing Irom our ranks; but wo are tbo richer by 
a noblo memory. And lo us, at least, thero 
is a profound consolation in the thought that 
ho who was laboring to avert pain from oth» 
ers passed painlessly himself from our con- 
fused nnd troubled sphere of existence into 
another, where, we doubt not, the soul will 
breathe a purer and seroner air. We could 
wish that bo had lived to see the full fruition 
of his work, but wo refuse to despair of its 
accomplishment. The zealous search, tho 
eager quest, will be resumed. Already wo 
have, in chloroform, an agent which abolishes 
pain, so to speak, by depressing tho sense 
and functions of vitality beneath it; but wo 
aro sanguine euough to believe that agoncics 
still moro potent, still moro beneficent, for a 
like purpose have yet to bo revealed ; and it 
is no secret that of lato local anmthesia has 
been produced to such a degroo that the 
patient, retaining his consciousness, can 
watch the surgeon's knife ns it cuts to cure, 
aud yet bo without tho slightest sensation of 
physical suffering. We stand, let us still 
continue to believe, upon the very brink of a 
great discovery that will do more to relieve 
the bodily aDguisb of humanity than anything 
of which the older surgeons ever dreamed. 
No one will grudge tho chorus of acclama* 
lion thnt will salute its destiucd discoverer ; 
but suroly we err not whon we prophesy that, 
even amidst the triumph of success achieved, 
there will be a warm recollection of him who 
gave his own lifo in the bravo effort to attain 
it- Let tho Victor of Science have his glory , 
but let us not forget that ere tho victor oould 
conquer tho martyr had to die. Tbo laurel 
wreath will be all tbo nobler when we twino 
within it somo leaves of the memorial palm.

Fatal Accident to tiiiiek English Ladies 
in Switzerland, — Tho following particulars 
have been published of a fatal accident to 
tbreo English ladies in Switzerland :— The 
last tourist season in Switzerland closed 
with a heavy list of ill-fated but intrepid 
travellers. This season opens no less omin- 
ously. Tho daring mountaineers last year 
were the sufferers; 1 L its year the lirst victims 
have been ladies. Already three ladies have 
lost their lives in Switzerland, on the road 
between Ragalz and the baths- of PfeSers. 
This road is about two miles in length and 
follows tbo course of the Tumina river 
through one of Ihe grandest and most remark- 
able gorges in Switzerland. It rises from 
fifteen lo thirty-five feel above the bed of the 
river, which it often overhangs, and is in 
most places unprotected by wall or barrier. 
The Toinina is u wildly rushing, turbulent 
river, varying from Ihreo to five feet in 
depth. On tho 'M of July, three ladies, unac- 
companied by a gentleman, arrived at Ra- 
galz by train about two p.m. They were : 
Mrs. Dellls, wife of Professor DelfFs, of Hoi- 
dclberc University ; Miss Hollywood, of Hath 
Lodge, Ballycastle, Ireland, and her niece, 
Miss Walker, of tbe same place. Thoy went 
at once lo tho Motel Itagalz, wbero thoj 
dined, and then ordered a carriage to take 
them to the baths of J'fcfJors. This was u 
oncdiorso vehicle, provided by tho proprietor 
of the hotel and driven by a man culled 
Mogg, who is baid to have had sevoral years 
experience ns a driver on this road. They 
reached the baths in *alety, were shown all 
the curiosities of the place, and started on the 
return journey a little beloro six o'clook. 
They hud got about a qunrler of u rnilo on 
their way back when their pleasure trip came 
to iis lata I termination. They were going at 
a trot down tin incline where the road is 
quite unprotected on tho river side, when tbo 
horso (although an old one), Booming to 
have taken fright unaccountably at some- 
thing, mado a sudden turn toward Ihe precU 
pice. Tho driver hull leaped and was half 
thrown from tho box on tho rond, and when 
ho recovered himself ho was horrified to find 
Unit the horse, carriage and ils occupunts 
had been precipitated into the Tatnina, a fall 
ol thirty loot, 'f'he river was swollen al tho 
time to tho depth .if four or five lect, and 
llowed so rapidly that at this npot the 
strongest man could scarcely keep his legs; 
so tho unfortunate ladles were carriod oil in 
its resistless current and woro nover after- 
wards seen alive, Thero wore fow witnesses 
of the melancholy oocurranco. A carriage, 
in which sat ono English lady, followed at a 
distance ol about fifty ynrdB. The coachman 
of this seotns (like the driver of the 11 ti I or lu- 
nate ladies) to have been so overcome by 
terror as to bo nimble lo remlor any assis- 
tance. Indeed, he says ho did not sno the 
ladies oiler tho fall, but only hoard their 
erics. He drove forward to ilagalz lor help, 
which came, but too late. Miss Hollywood's 
body was first recovered, three-quarters of an 
hour after the accident, three hundred yards 
below tho spot, but life wus extinct. Mrs 
Dellls' was ton ml Iwo days Inter lower down, 
but Miss Walker's corpse still remains un- 
found, though evory (Hurt has been used and 
a large reward ollered for its recovery. Mrs 
Dellls and Miss Ho lywood were buried side 
by uido in Kugulz on the 7th ol July.

There is somo reason for supposing that the 
Btrango vessel was the ship Rodoma, laden 
with spars and lumber for China, which also 
sailed from the outer harbor on Wednesday.

After being 
in the poor houso a short lime, sho took a 
seat on the porch, when a kitten coming by 
sho seized it by the nock with one hand and 
deliberately tore out ita eyes. Soon after 
she killed on old cat in tho samo manner, 
and then ran after one of Mr Austin's little 
children, with a similar intent undoubtedly, 
but the screams of the child brought it time* 
ly assislance. Sho was thou locked up in 
ono of the rooms of tho house, but managed 
to get out, having torn off every shred of her 
clothing. A room was propared by nailing 
up the window and doors with strong bars, 
but t ho mado her esonpo from this nlso ; 
and upon being put back would throw her- 
self headforemost against tho door and walls 
of tho room, and tear up her bod anil clothe- 
ing. Mantuies u.id u straight jnckut wore then 
placed upon her, and the lloor of her room 
covered to the depth of a (u»t or more with 
straw, but Bhe continued to throw hersclt 
against tho walls and chimney, and would 
also scrape tho straw from the floor, and 
springing up light down on hor head and 
shoulders. Once or twice a dose of morphine 
was given her, causing her to sleep several 
hours, but she would wake up as wild ns 
over. Finally, on Wednesday afternoon 
after striking hor head against the door, she 
was heard to make a singular moaning noise, 
and on entering hor room she was found 
gasping her last, with the blood oozing from 
her mouth and nosttils. Her head and en- 
tire body, it was found while being prepared 
lor burial, wero black with bruises, nnd her 
head beaten to a jelly. Sho resided near 
Crooked creek, above tiipley, and her insan- 
ity i3 attributable lo domestic infelicity. 
She is said to have been a very handsome 
woman. — Schuyler [111.) Citizen, 

'■Gone from our Gaze!" — Tho unfortu- 
nato John Butts has at last left our shores, 
and is now 11 rocked in the cradle of tho 
deep" on his way towards tho Celestial Em- 
pire—he and two other bummers having 
signed articles and sailed on the ship Rodoma, 
for China, on Wednesday last. Before leav- 
ing the Barracks John took an affectionate 
and tearful leave of his fellow-prisoners and 
the jailor. He gavo tho former somo good

immediately, and Butts gavo tho answer as 
follows : " Becauso I am despatched 
across tho ocean by Telegraph." Over- 
come either by his emotions or the huge in- 
tellectual effort of which ho had been guilty, 
the poor wretch Ihon sank down in the bow 
of the boat and was lost lo view. Adieu! 
poor houseless, homeless vagrant. Your of- 
fences against society have been many, nnd 
your punishment often severe; but God 
created you for somo wiso purpose, and you 
may yet become a shining light in the na- 
tional couueils of tho land of Confucius.
